Las Vegas, N. Mex., Dec. 20. 1904. 
Hon. Miguel A. Otero, Governor: 


Sir: In compliance with yeur request I have the honor to 
submit herewith the report of the Ladies Relief Society for 
the past two years ending November 80th, 1904. 

Since the last annual report many changes and improve- 
ments have been made by enlarging the grounds and adding 
new rooms; thus enabling us to care for and treat the in- 
creasing number of unfortunate patients more satisfac- 
torily. 

During the past year we have constrcted three large com- 
modious rooms to the main building; naw furnishings have 
been provided for a number of the rooms by the Society and 
new furnishings for four rooms have been donated by 
charitably disposed persons. ‘The main building is now all 
furnished with electric lights. 

Many repairs have been made by laying new floors, calso- 
mining the walls and painting all the wood work in the main 
building. These improvements have added much to the 
sanitary conditions of the institution. 

With each succeeding year this Society is called upon to 
care for an increasing number of charity patients, many of 
whom come from the Eastern States seeking relief from pul- 
monary complaints in the dry and rarefied air of New Mexico, 
and this being the first Charity Hospital on the main line of 
the railroad from the East in New Mexico, many of these 
people in the last stages of consumption and with very limit- 

-ed means naturally fall to our lot to care for. 

From the fact that for the past four years our patients 
have been on the rapid increase this Society has in contem- 
plation the enlargement of our home sufficient to accomodate

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about sixty pay patients and 40 charity patients. This si | 
enable us in a few years to become self-supporting. 

We wish to call your attention to the increased expenditure 
of 1904 over previous years. This was caused by the society 
having to care for many patients in the last stages of disease 
causing the employment of trained nurses and much additio- 
nal help. 

Patients whom we designate as pay patients in our finan- 
cial report, in fact, pay but little, the society seldom receiv- 
ing more then six dollars per week and often less from such 
patrons; so that patients reported as pay patients is mislead- 
ing in our report. We wish to express our appreciation to 
your Excellency and to the territoriallegislature for the valu- 
able assistance rendered to us in the past and to solicit a con- 
‘ tinuance and increase of such kind offices in the future.
